WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


Grafton, SS State of New Hampshire Town of Lyme 





To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyme, New Hampshire, who are qualified to vote in Town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Lyme, New Hampshire, 
will be held at the Laura Barnes School Auditorium on Tuesday, March 8, 1988, at nine o’clock 
A.M., to act upon the following subjects: 


Polls will open for voting by ballot on Article 1 and Article 2 at 9:00 A.M. and will close at 
6:00 P.M., unless the Town votes to keep the polls open to a later hour. All other Articles will 
be considered at the business meeting which will start at 9:15 A.M. 


ARTICLE 1: To vote by non-partisan ballot for the following Town officers: 


One Town Moderator to serve for a term of 2 years; 

One Selectman to serve for a term of 3 years; 

One Town Clerk to serve for a term of 3 years; 

One Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term of 1 year; 
One Road Agent to serve for a term of 1 year; 

One Supervisor of Checklist to serve for a term of 6 years; 

One Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of 3 years; 

Three Budget Committee Members to serve for a term of 3 years; 
Three Library Trustees to serve for a term of 3 years; 

Three Recreation Committee members to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Planning Board member to serve for a term of 3 years; 

One Cemetery Commissioner to serve for a term of 3 years; 

One Auditor to serve for a term of 1 year; 

One Auditor to serve for a term of 2 years. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint the Highway 
agent under RSA 231:62. If voted in the affirmative, this will become effective March, 1989. 


ARTICLE 3. “Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a real estate tax lien 
procedure? These statutes provide that tax sales to private individuals for nonpayment of 
property taxes on real estate are replaced with a real estate tax lien procedure under which only 
a municipality or county where the property is located or the state may acquire a tax lien against 
land and buildings for unpaid taxes.” (By Petition) (Recommended by Budget Committee) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to establish 3 Capital Reserve Funds as provided in 
RSA 35 to be known as: 


A. The Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund for backhoes, graders, loaders, etc. 


B. The Light Equipment Capital Reserve Fund for tractors, mowers, office equipment, etc. 


C. The Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund for fire trucks, pickup trucks, dump trucks, police 
cruisers, etc. 


ARTICLE 5. To seeif the Town will vote to dissolve the 1987 Equipment Capital Reserve Fund 
and appropriate the funds contained therein to the new funds as follows: up to $55,300 to the 
Heavy Equipment Fund, and up to &$99,200 to the Vehicle Fund. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and make payment to the following 
Capital Reserve Funds and Trust Funds: 


A. $3,000 to the Emergency Equipment Repair Trust Fund. 

B. $10,000 to the Reappraisal of Property Capital Reserve Fund. 

C. $3,000 to the Bridge Capital Reserve Fund. 

D. $25,500 to the Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund. 

E. $14,500 to the Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. 
ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 6 of the March 11, 1986 Town 
Meeting (Emergency Equipment Repair Trust Fund) by removing “and further, to authorize 
them, at their discretion, to make expenditures from this Fund for purposes consistent with this 
article’. 
ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and authorize the withdrawal 
of such funds from the Capital Reserve Funds for the purposes set forth in the Budget as 


submitted by the Budget Committee as follows: 


A. Up to $13,300 for major repairs to equipment from the Emergency Equipment Repair 
Trust Fund. 


B. Up to $55,000 for a new dump truck and a new police cruiser from the Vehicle Capital 
Reserve Fund; and further, to deposit into the Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund any monies raised 
from the sale of the used vehicles or equipment. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act 
of 1972 as amended, up to the amounts and for the purposes indicated, namely: 


A. $750 to rebind a vital statistics book. 

B. $1,000 for 2 chainsaws. 

C. $7,800 for a highway sander. 

D. $3,000 for a land survey & boat launch for Reservoir Pond. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate & authorize withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund, established under the provisions of the State & Local Assistance Act 
of 1972 as amended, the amount of $8,800 to be put into a reserve account to purchase 
conservation easements or land for conservation purposes. It is hoped that these monies can 
be used as a match under the Land Conservation Investment Program (LCIP) RSA 221-A. 


ARTICLE 11. To seeif the Town will vote toamend Article 5 of March 10, 1987 Town Meeting 
(Bessie Hall Trust Fund) by removing the words “equipment for the Fire Department of the 


Town of Lyme” and inserting in that place “for the Town of Lyme as specified in the will of 
Bessie Hall”. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and authorize the withdrawal 
of such funds from the Bessie Hall Trust Fund up to $6,755 for the Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $500 for a Conservation Easement 
Monitoring Fund to be held by the Conservation Commission under RSA 36-A:4 & 5. This 
Fund will be used to cover the costs of monitoring and enforcing the restrictions of conservation 
easements including any legal expenses. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town shall vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1-C which 
authorize any, town or city to elect not to assess, levy and collect a resident tax. If voted in the 
affirmative, it shall apply on April 1, 1988.(By Petition) 





ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray the Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same, ‘as 
recommended in the budget by the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to establish the New Cemetery Capital Reserve 
Fund for land acquisition for a new cemetery and further to dissolve the New Cemetery Trust 
Fund and appropriate the funds contained therein up to $14,850 to the New Cemetery Capital 
Reserve Fund. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to establish the Lyme Center Academy Building 
Restoration Capital Reserve Fund for the restoration and/or reconstruction of that building and 
further, to dissolve the Lyme Center Academy Building Restoration Trust Fund and appropriate 
the funds contained therein (up to $400.00) to this capital reserve fund. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to establish the Lyme Center Academy Building 
Gifts & Donations Fund. This Fund will accept private donations for the restoration and/or 
reconstruction of the Academy Building and will be in the custody of the Trustees of the Trust 
Funds. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, contract 
for, and accept from the Federal or State government, or any subdivision thereof, or from private 
corporations, or individuals, funds, including any funds from the NH Land Conservation 
Investment Program RSA 221-A, equipment, services, or purpose consistent with public need 
and benefit, and to authorize the Selectmen to disburse such funds as they deem necessary. 


ARTICLE 20. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, or Committees, or other officers 
heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of the tax revenues, as provided under the Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 
SEF 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell at public auction 
or by advertised, sealed bids collector’s deeds provided, however, that instead the Selectmen 
in their discretion may reconvey such real estate to the previous owner or to the heirs and/or 
devisees of such previous owner if they deem such action advisable. 


ARTICLE 23. To transact any other business that may legally be brought before this Town 
Meeting.

Many old matters of administration have 
been cleared away, and considerable time expended on looking to the future and the possible 
actions that will be necessary to keep the Town in step with the growth and development that 
is anticipated in the future. 


State statutes have been revised so in the future we can avoid much of the red tape and 
administrative details involved in the past with “Tax Sales” each year, and now do it by a “Tax 
Lien” process which is much simpler. We hope this will be passed at Town Meeting. 


The year has seen a decided improvement in the coordination of various Town Committees and 
Boards with your Board of Selectmen. The increase of activity by all these units has been very 
noticeable and their accomplishments very commendable. 


The Town computer is now showing its worth in the timely and accurate reports it is producing. 
This has allowed the Selectmen, Town Treasurer, and the Budget Committee to work with 
current up to date material in handing the finances of the Town. The Tax Collectors records 
are also now up to date and readily accessible via the computer. Each year more and more 
material is being processed on the computer. We are now looking to purchase improvements 
and flexibility in our system. 


Major concerns of the Board at present, are the continuing threat of rapid growth and how to 
reconcile the Town finances and the unexpected events connected with it on a day to day basis. 
Solid waste disposal continues to be a worry as to what the future will biing in this regard. The 
need to find and start a “Stump Dump” in the community will be a must in the coming years 
activity. We have been extremely fortunate in the past in not having serious problems other 
communities have had with solid waste disposal. 


Our administrative staff, Highway, Police and Fire Departments personnel continue to perform 
their duties in an outstanding manner, and with a wonderful sense of loyalty to the town. 
Without their efforts, Lyme would not be the community it is today. 


The Board of Selectmen would like to continue to urge all the residents of Lyme to communicate 
with the Board, or attend our weekly meetings, with your ideas, suggestions, complaints or 
other matters. Without this input, it is difficult to respond to the needs and wishes of the people.

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LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 
Report of the Board - 1987 


During the past year, the agency has continued to pursue its objectives, promoting 
health, preventing disease, and providing skilled nursing, physical therapy, home health aide 
and homemaker care to the residents of Lyme. The Agency is certified by Medicare and 
licensed by the State of New Hampshire. The Well Child Clinic is audited annually by the 
Bureau of Maternal and Child Health. 


Please call our office (795-2661) for information about our services. The office, located 
below the library, is staffed on Tuesdays and Thursdays from 9:30 to 12:00, except during Lyme 
Well Child Clinics. At other times, messages will be recorded and calls will be returned 
promptly. 


Because the agency is limited to following a physician’s directions for the care of the 
sick or injured, a medical doctor or the FAST SQUAD (643-2222) should be called in case of 
an emergency. 


Home Visits 

Agency nurses made a total of 424 visits to 90 patients in 1987. The physical therapist 
made 32 visits to 6 patients. 103 visits were made by home health aids. Reimbursement for 
these visits was made by Medicare, private insurance companies, patients, and the town. 
Agency services are available to all the people of Lyme and are not denied for financial reasons. 


Well Child Clinics 

69 Well Child Clinic visits were made by members of 18 families. Clinics are held 
jointly with Orford Community Health Care on the second Thursday of each month: even 
months in Lyme, at the Lyme Congregational Church (9:30-11 A.M.), odd months in Orford. 
Parents are encouraged to bring their infants and pre-school children to assure proper 
development during early years. There is no charge for physical exams, immunization, lead 
screenings and other laboratory tests. Information and pamphlets on child care, development, 
safety, and childhood diseases are distributed to parents. 


The WIC (Women, Infants, and Children) Program available at the clinics provides 
nutrition information and supplementation for those who are eligible. 


Dental Clinics 


Screenings for pre-school children were held in June (in Orford) and November- 
December. 38 children from Lyme were examined. 
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Blood Pressure Clinics and Flu Vaccinations 

Screenings were held on the fourth Thursday of odd months in the agency office from 
4-5:30 P.M. 31 screenings were performed. 44 flu shots were given at the flu clinic in October 
or during home visits. 
Infant Car Seats 

Infant car seats are loaned to parents for a nominal fee of $5.00 (to be applied toward 
maintenance of the seats). Two seats were loaned in 1987. 


Lyme Home Health Agency, Inc. 


This special fund accepts private donations to be used to maintain or promote the health 
of the people of the town in accordance with the wishes of the donors. In 1987, a second-hand 
typewriter, two bath benches, a commode, ipecac, a lamp, and a five pound weight were 
purchased. Our thanks go to all the donors who gave in memory of Barbara Balch or George 
Bean and to the Utility Club. 


The Agency’s 20th anniversary will be celebrated in the spring! 


Board meetings are held in the lounge in the basement of the library at 7:30 P.M. on the 
first Thursday of even numbered months. Interested residents are invited to attend. 


We are grateful to our staff and many fine volunteers who have enabled us to function 
in a caring and economical manner.

The Lyme Town Library has many functions. First, it is the landlord for the town offices and 
provides meeting space “for community and non-profit groups’’. There were over one hundred 
such meetings in the library in 1987. 


Last October with regrets we accepted the resignation of Esther Balch our custodian and we 
thank her again for her years of devoted service. Bob Butterfield is now our maintenance man. 


We are proud of our facilities and the appearance of our building (and grounds) and encourage 
its use by town organizations. 


Second, it is the library for the Barnes School. Sixteen groups plus individual students use its 
facilities each week. Now that she is full time, our librarian has been able to adjust her hours 
to better meet the needs of the school and to devote more time to the students. Two classes are 
taught library skills. Eight groups, two from the Lyme Nursery School, are read to each week. 
Principal Scott Kalter commented recently that the school is thrilled to have access to such a 
fine library. 


The library’s third and basic function is “to provide books, material and services which will 
meet the...interests and needs of the community with special emphasis on local history”. 


Examples of progress: 

1.The new catalogs give easier access to the cards and more information. 

2.We now have a more complete shelf list, using the old catalog drawers for this 
purpose. 

3.The backlog of donated books, kept from circulation for need of cataloguing, 
has been reduced. 

4 Improvement has been made in the selection and the organization of reference 
material. 
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Some Statistics: 
1.The Lyme School’s BLISTERS FOR BOOKS run raised over $3,000.00 for 
the library. 
2.100 children participated in the summer RAINBOW READING PROGRAM/ 


3.Approximately 1000 hours of volunteer work was contributed this year. 


Now, for each baby born in Lyme a children’s book with the baby’s name on the bookplate, 
designed by Trina Hyman, is placed in the library. 


A further function of the library is “to cooperate with groups in the community in stimulating 
educational and cultural activities”. 


In addition to such programs as the talk by Richard Lederer and the SHARE A TRIP series, 
every month there has been an exhibit by local artist or craftspeople, including a special show 
by the Lyme School Artists. 


We thank our staff, we thank the Friends, we thank all volunteers, and we thank our readers for 
a very successful year. 


The history of our library is more than a history of buildings and books. It is also a history of 
people, people whose foresight and devotion have made the library what it is today.

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LYME PLANNING BOARD 1987 


In 1987, the Planning Board held 37 meetings and reviewed 22 applications. The Board 
approved the creation of 24 new lots, 5 boundary line adjustments, 2 excavation permits, 2 
multiple residence lots and 5 reviews still in progress. 


In addition to processing subdivision applications, the Planning Board spent a great deal of 
effort drafting a zoning ordinance which will be submitted to town voters at a series of public 
hearings early in 1988 for comment and approval. The Board also developed a set of driveway 
regulations, to be approved in 1988, and approved the towns’ flood hazard area building code. 


Vicki Smith continues to serve the Board as executive agent. Aside from her preparation of 
minutes of each meeting and invaluable contribution as a professional planner, her work outside 
the Board as a consultant and member of various local planning and land conservancy groups, 
make her an essential part of the Planning Boards’ operation. She holds regular office hours 
in the town offices from 9 to 12 Friday mornings. 


As before, the Planning Board continues its’ association with the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee 
Council. Board members attend the NH Municipal Law Lecture Series and receive a land use 
planning newsletter regularly. 


Alternate member, Kevin Peterson and Steve Hewes have served with distinction this year and 
contributed to the Boards’ judgement on a number of reviews. The Board holds regular 
meetings on the second and fourth Thursday of each month at 7:30 PM in the town offices. The 
meetings are open to the public and all are invited.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than normal. The three leading 
causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled without written permission of a Forest 
Fire Warden and debris burning. All causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Contact your 
Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State Forestry officials. 
Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest tax law may be violated, 
call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord Forest Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax payment starting April 1, 
1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact 


your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

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RECREATION COMMITTEE - 1987 


Recreation in Lyme took a major step forward in 1987 when town meeting approved 
tii: budget, providing for a part-time Recreation Director. We hired Paul Killebrew as our 
recreation director in March. Mr. Killebrew worked with the Recreation Committee to help 
Carry out its existing programs and to expand Lyme’s recreation opportunities. 


Successful existing programs included: (1) Ski Program, serving over 100 youngsters 
during a banner year for snow; (2) the fifth annual Stanley Pushee Fishing Derby with a record 
number of participants; (3) Post Pond Recreation Area Program, which enjoyed the kind of 
summer weather missed in 1986; (4) Swimming Instruction Program, giving six weeks of 
instruction to 4 through 14 year olds; and (5) Summer Soccer Program, involving over 40 
youngsters, ages 6 to 12. 


New programs included: (1) Spring Baseball, comprised of 50 players at 3 different age 
levels - Lyma Beans, ages 8 & 9, Loch Lyme Monsters, ages 10 & 11, and the Post Pond Pirates, 
ages 11 &12; (2) An expanded Post Pond Recreation Area Program which served 120 campers 
and counsellors and included crafts, games and activities; (3) Tennis Instruction at Loch Lyme 
Lodge; (4) Fall Soccer Clinics; and (4) Open Gym Activities on some Saturdays and summer 
evenings. The Recreation Committee also sponsored the annual Pumpkin Festival this year, an 
established tradition in Lyme. 


Plans for the future include: expanding the baseball, tennis, and soccer programs; 
improving the ice rink, beach area and docks, and providing more recreational programs for 
adults. 


The Recreation Committee meets on the second Monday of every month and welcomes 
your participation or input.

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YOUTH COMMITTEE 1987 ANNUAL REPORT 


In 1987 the Lyme Youth committee experienced an increase in youth related needs for 
active and crisis counseling as well as referrals to various Upper Valley Human Service 
Agencies Although awareness and education are primary concerns of schools, parents, church 
and civic officials, this is sometimes not enough. The daily stresses of school, sports, social and 
personal pressures felt by youths and families should be addressed before the situation becomes 
overpowering. 


During the past year, Connie Balch averaged over 26 hours per month carrying out the 
various responsibilities of youth advisor as follows: 

1. Counseling - meeting with youths and families requesting assistance, actively 
or in a time of crisis. 

2. Referrals - the referrals of youths and families to various Upper Valley and State 

Agencies such as Child & Family Services, West Central Community Mental Health, 

Headrest, etc. as needed. 

3. Communications - follow-up calls with Guidance Departments, principals, clergy, 

police, etc., as well as talking with youths about their concerns. 

4. Miscellaneous - other duties include coordinating “Jobs For Kids”, publishing a 

monthly newsletter article, encouraging and attending youth functions. 


This summer, “Jobs for Kids” matched at least 8 young people with part time 
employment. 


Monthly newsletter articles dealing with youth and family related issues including 
stress, depression, and communication have been part of the Youth Committee’s ongoing 
education/prevention plan. 


The Lyme Youth Committee hopes that our town realizes the value of our youth advisor, 
preventative activities, and the importance of working together. We look forward to Lyme’s 
continuing strong support in the interest of our young people and families.

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UPPER VALLEY REGIONAL EMERGENCY MEDICAL CARE SERVICE 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1987 


Ir. 1987 the regional ambulance service responded to 72 more emergencies than in 1986, for a 
total of 741 emergency patient transports. 


As planned for in the 1987 Budget, a second cardiac defibrillator was purchased and is in use 
on our second ambulance. 


During the past year the ambulance attendants continued to maintain their skills and increase 
their knowledge by attending training classes and current topics in emergency care. 


Beginning on January 1, 1988 the regional ambulance service will no longer be providing non- 
emergency transfer service. People requesting non-emergency transfers will be referred to 
private sector ambulance providers. 


The 1988-89 Budget has increased, therefore the fee schedule must change. The per capita fee 
for participating towns will remain at $4.00 However, the user fee will be increased to $100.00 
per call and $3.00 per mile. The present fee is $70.00 per call and $1.50 per mile. This is the 
first increase since 1984.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION’S ANNUAL REPORT 1987 
- The Conservation Commission meets every month on the first Monday in the town office. 
- There were eight dredge and fill permit applications, seven were approved and one denied. 


- We made an annual on-site inspection of Conservation Easements on the following properties: 
Conn. Valley Watershed Council, Pout Pond (145 acres) Demarest (82 acres), Penfield, and 
Simonds. All were found to be OK. 


- Green Up Day was held under the leadership of Betsy Tamblyn and many volunteers. 


- Other projects included distribution of safe boating information and recommendations on soil 
erosion behind the Horsesheds. 


- Debbie Gray and David Weingart received scholarships to the Conservation Commission 
Camp. 


- Milada Harlow continued her work with the first grade students on nature and science. In 
addition,she helped the Lyme Brownie Troop with their Water Badges, spoke to the Grange 
on ground water protection, worked with Lebanon High School students on acid rain and 
maple trees,and monitored acid rain for the Valley News and Lyme. 


- A member of the Commission now attends the Planning Board meetings regularly,and 
continues to keep abreast of household and hazardous waste. We are continuing the wetland 
mapping and are working to have all conservation easements properly registered and 
monitored. In addition, work will continue on drinking water problems, septic systems, 
buried fuel tank inventory, and forest wild flower inventory. 


- We are working on a State, County, and Town panel to check the apparent blockage of the 
Post Pond outlet into Clay Brook. 


- Informational meetings were held on conservation easements with guest speakers Jeff Dates, 
Timothy Traver and Vicki Smith. We have a permanent Conservation Commission Corner 
in the Library. 


- The Robert G. Chaffee Wildlife Sanctuary Fund has been opened at the Dartmouth National 
Bank. The fund can only be used for the sanctuary. Donations are welcome. The New 
Hampshire Department of Resources and Economic Development, Division of Forest and 
Lands Regional Forester will help us plan and design the sanctuary.

This will be a gala day with 
events from 11:00 A.M. to 8:00 P.M.; dedication of the restored horsesheds, exhibits in all the 
sheds, basket lunch in the tent, fun and games on tlie common, parade, pageant, speaker, 
barbecue and sonfest. 


The committee, now 30 strong, thank the people of Lyme for their interest and financial support 
and with them look forward to exciting times ahead.

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1987 COUNTY NEWSLETTER 


Budget for the current fiscal year is $8,947,343 Town taxes to the County average 6.7% or $2.21 
per $1,000. of the property owner’s tax bill. The major portion of county expenses goes to the 
operation of the Nursing Home (39.69%) and to human services programs for the elderly, 
disabled, nursing care and children (26.86%). 


REGISTRY OF DEEDS had gross income of $3,630,159. in 1987. The total number of 
documents processed in 1987 was 29,983. $3,184,982 was received in transfer tax, of which 
96% or $3,057,584 went to the State of NH and 4% or $127,398 was retained as county income. 
Other receipts include recording and copy fees in the amount of $445,177. Total income to the 
County was $572,575 compared to a total of $3,057,584 paid to the State, although the County 
is liable for 100% of all operating costs. 


HUMAN SERVICES: Old Age & Disabled grant programs remain fairly constant with the 
elderly program averaging 100 cases at $4,800 per month and the disabled averaging 225 cases 
at $21,000 per month. 


Intermediate Nursing Care caseload increased with SB-1 where the County became responsible 
for all INC cases and eliminated town liability. INC cases now average 255 at $110,000 per 
month, a rapidly increasing cost to the counties with savings to the towns. 


Children and Youth Services also became a county liability under Senate Bill 1, with counties 
reimbursing the State 25% for all child service costs. It is impossible to give accurate figures 
for child expenses, as they are rapidly increasing monthly. Current accounts reflect 130 to 150 
cases costing from $64,000 to $75,000 per month. (At the beginning of this fiscal year, we had 
approximately 120 cases at about $50,000 per month.) The County has 25% funding liability 
of child placement costs and we are taking an active interest in the needs of children in Grafton 
County. 


Social Service agencies receive $247,217 or $4.03 per capita, to provide much needed services 
for home health, mental health, developmentally disabled, senior citizens transportation and 
nutrition and many other valuable programs. 


CORRECTIONAL FACILITY is increasingly overpopulated, now averaging 58 inmates per 
day and frequently housing 60+. The current cost of operation is $28.63 per inmate day. 


We have contracted with an architect to present design and cost for a 34 bed addition. Schematic 
designs and price estimates are expected by mid-January to go out for bid by late January with 
bid results due in by the end of February. Funding issues should go to the delegation and public 
in March with anticipated ground breaking in April. 
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GRAFTON COUNTY NURSING HOME for intermediate nursing care is licensed for 136 
beds and is about 80% reimbursable. FY 87 cost per patient day was $68.78 with $58.87 
reimbursed by Medicaid. 


GRAFTON COUNTY FARM continues to be self-supporting and provides work for inmates 
as well as offering access for experimental agricultural projects. This is primarily a dairy farm 
with an average herd of 170, but also grows produce for the nursing home. 


GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS meet weekly on Wednesdays. We encourage 
public attendance and welcome facility tours. 


We were deeply saddened by the deaths of Commissioner Arthur E. Snell, Dist. #2, and 
Commissioner Leonard Anderson, Dist. #3, early this year.

Hospice of the Upper Valley focuses on issues relating to life-threatening illness, death, and 
bereavement. It provides direct patient care and offers relevant educational programs. Services 
are available at no charge in 25 VT and NH communities. 


In 1987 Hospice served over three hundred patients, family members, and friends by helping 
with routine tasks and providing respite care in home, hospital, or nursing home, and by 
offering support and guidance through illness, death, and bereavement. Ten (10) people 
from Lyme used our services. 


Approximately fifty trained volunteers gave over fifteen hundred hours of care to patients 
and families. While a total of eighty others gave more than thirty-five hundred hours to the 
organization in activities relating to fund-raising, publicity, and education. 


Forty-five community members participated in our eight-week volunteer training programs 
in 1987 with some taking it for professional or personal growth and with approximately 
twenty continuing on to become patient/family volunteers. 


Our educational programs for 1987 reached over 2,000 people; highlights include: a 
workshop on sudden death which was attended by police, ambulance personnel, counselors 
and others; a six-week course at the Dartmouth Medical School attended by 23 second year 
students; the Second Annual Hospice Sabbath with 15 area churches participating. 


The “Hospice Questions and Answers” column which appeared bi-weekly in Echoes won 
a national award for its contribution to community awareness of serious illness, death an 


grief. 


-Our paid staff of three, a social worker, a nurse, and an office manager coordinate the daily 
work of Hospice. 

-Our board of directors oversees the administration of our program and ensures long range 
development. 

-Our major source of income is from voluntary donations. 

In 1987 Lyme allocated $500.00 towards our $69,000 operating budget. For fiscal year 

1988 we are requesting $500.00 towards our $75,000 anticipated expenses.

LYME OUTREACH 
Outreach is the field services arm of the agency. The purpose of this program is to assist 
low-income, elderly and handicapped persons to solve individual problems and meet needs 
through individual and/or group self-help efforts. Outreach workers accomplish this purpose 
by providing information, referrals, guidance, organizational assistance, individual counseling 
and by effectively linking and utilizing community resources. 


This program operates primarily during the summer months. Last summer the 
following people were served by the CAP Outreach program in Lyme.

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UPPER VALLEY-LAKE SUNAPEE COUNCIL 


The Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Councilis a public, non-profit voluntary association of towns 
a1. cities in the Upper Valley areas. Our thirty-one (31) communities are in two states and five 
counties. 


The Council consists of a Board of Directors and a professional staff. Each town or city annually 
appropriates funds for the Council’s operation and sends two or three representatives to 
participate on the Board of Directors.The Board elects officers, adopts the annual work program 
and budget, and develops policies and positions on issues that are important to our communities. 


The Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council is the official organization that brings towns and 
cities within our region together. By bonding together and pooling their resources, local 
governments have a highly trained, professional staff available to them for a wide variety of 
services. Areas of expertise include land use planning, master planning, economic and 
community development, water quality management, transportation, landscape architecture, 
housing, capital budgeting, historic preservation, downtown revitalization, solid waste plan- 
ning, recreation and fiscal and environmental impact analysis. The Council also serves as a 
collective voice for these towns and cities in dealings with state and federal governments, 
thereby protecting and furthering the needs and interests of our communities. 


Your support enables the Council to undertake comprehensive regional planning and to carry 
out various projects and programs of regional benefit. Over the past year, we the Council: 


-Prepared an updated Regional Plan 

-Updated our Economic Profile the primary source of economic and demographic data 
for our region 

-Maintained our regional data base, including our role as a regional data center for the 
US Census 

-Coordinated the efforts of and provided administrative assistance to the Upper Valley 
Solid Waste Management District 

-Sponsored and helped organize the Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Col- 
lection Program 

-Initiated efforts and successfully applied for start-up funding for a computer assisted 
mapping program 

-Continued the regional historic preservation program 

-Sponsored informational meetings on Water Resources Management Plans mandated 
for inclusion in local master plans under NH Chapter 167 

-Provided an Economic Development Agent for Sullivan County to help retain and 
expand employment opportunities in the area 

-Testified on several bills before the legislature, on Vermont Act 250 proposals and on 
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state highway plans, distributed summaries of new and amended legislation and spon- 
sored the NH Municipal Law Lecture Series 

-Coordinated local municipalities, state agencies and private consultants as part of the 
Upper Valley Transportation Study 

-Provided technical assistance to Advance Transit and County Coach 

-Participated in a proposal to conduct a long range planning study of Route 11-103 
corridor in Sullivan County 

-Helped numerous communities and Sullivan County seek state and federal grant funds 
by providing technical assistance, and prepared successful grant applications bringing 
more than $1.1 million to the region 

-Sponsored an informational meeting on the Champlain Pipeline on behalf of our 
Sullivan County communities which will be effected 

-Worked closely with the Upper Valley Community Land Trust, Society for the Pro- 
tection of New Hampshire Forests, and Connecticut River Watershed Council to 
protect open space and conservation lands. 


The Council also provides specific services to cities and towns in the region. As requested by 
communities, the Council Conducted a large number of impact studies concerning proposed 
developments, prepared amendments to local subdivision, zoning, site plan review, and earth 
excavation regulations and provided mapping, drafting and other technical assistance. 


During the past year the Council has continued to provide professional planning assistance to 
the Lyme Planning Board at its meetings and during Friday office hours. In addition Council 
staff assisted with the revision of the Town’s excavation regulations and in the development of 
driveway regulations. In conjunction with the Upper Valley Community Land Trust we 
provided information about land protection to local residents. Work was also completed on the 
nomination for the Lyme Center Historic District, which is now officially listed in the National 
Register of Historic Places while a Lyme Common nomination is expected to follow suit in 
1988.

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ADVANCE TRANSIT 
Annual Report for Town of Lyme 
1987 


Advance Transit is a non-profit corporation overseen by a Board of Directors composed of 
representatives from participating towns, institutions, human service agencies, and riders. 
Originally acomponent of the Upper Valley Senior Citizens Council, Advance Transit has been 
operated as a separate organization since 1984. Low cost public transportation service is 
provided to the upper valley communities of Hanover, Lebanon, Canaan, Enfield, and Lyme 
in New Hampshire, as well as Hartford and Norwich in Vermont. 


Advance Transit was formed and operates with the assistance of funds from the federal Urban 
Mass Transportation Administration. Since it was formed, Advance Transit has received over 
half of its funding from U.M.T.A. (By comparison, municipal revenues cover approximately 
7% of expenses.) Reductions in federal funding in 1985 and 1986 forced Advance Transit to 
implement a series of service reductions and fare increases. However, no cuts have been 
implemented since October, 1986 and none are currently being planned. And, as a result of 
increased emphasis on financial planning, 1987 marks the first year that Advance Transit has 
not ended the year with a deficit. Significant progress was also made toward the reduction of 
accumulated deficits from prior years. 


In July of 1987 a new Executive Director was hired with several years experience in the 
administration of public transit systems. Overall staff turnover has been greatly reduced. 


In December of 1987 three new busses were delivered with nine more expected to arrive in early 
1988. The new vehicles will offer increased passenger comfort and operating efficiency. 


To summarize 1987, many positive changes have occurred that will contribute significantly to 
Advance Transit’s long term viability. I know the employees and Board of Directors share my 
outlook that Advance Transit will continue to improve in 1988.

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UPPER VALLEY HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE 


The Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Committee, an organization representing 
several organizations has been providing Household Hazardous Waste Collection services and 
taking the lead in a substantial public education project in the Upper Valley for the last four 
years. 


Collections began with a grant from the state of Vermont. With only a few months of planning 
time, the Committee organized the event, which was held at the Hartford Fire Station on 
November 3, 1984. One hundred nine (109) households participated in the Collection, and 24 
drums of materials were collected from 9AM to 1PM. 


Recent collections have been funded primarily by the Lebanon Landfill and by the State of New 
Hampshire. Some private donations have also been received. 


In 1985, the Collection was held at the former Pringle-Lester Chevrolet Dealership lot on Route 
120 in Lebanon, New Hampshire on Green-Up Day May 4th. One Hundred thirty two (132) 
households participated and 25 drums were collected. 


The “first weekend in May” tradition continued with the 1986 Collection being held at the same 
site on May 3rd. Compared with the previous year, almost twice as many households, 250, 
participated with 32 drums collected. 


The fourth Household Hazardous Waste Collection was held on May 2, 1987, at the Hanover 
Shuttle Bus Site on Route 120 in Hanover. This collection far exceeded the Committee’s 
expectations of household participation and after 30 drums of materials were filled, the 
Committee had to close down the collection, 1 and 1/2 hours early. The car count exceeded 300, 
excluding the approximately 75 cars that had to be turned away. 


The Committee is once again preparing for the annual household hazardous waste collection, 
to be held on “Green-Up Day”, 1988. 


Our organization has matured and is stronger than ever, and we are prepared for substantially 
increased household participation this year. All area residents are invited to participate in the 
annual collection. Let’s keep our landfills and groundwater free from contamination. See you 
in May.

LYME SCHOOL BOARD 
Activity at the Lyme School continues at a very busy pace. 


Four new instructional staff were hired in the last year. Amos Kornfeld, coming from Oxbow 
with a background in special education, took over 7th and 8th grade language arts and social 
studies as well 6th grade reading. Holly Harder, our new fourth grade teacher, has added 
expertise in the area of out door education and enviromental studies to the school. Louise Wing, 
after teaching grade two last year, moved into one of our two first grade classes this year at the 
Center School. Damaris Tyler, a well known instrumental teacher in Thetford and Fairlee is 
now guiding our instrumental program for grades five through eight. 


This year the Board adopted several district initiatives to emphasize continued enhancement in 
all areas of curriculum. Language arts, writing programs, and library skills are under review 
and ten staff members are presently enrolled in a two month course in “writing process”. 


This year, as another initiative, a volunteer program began under the guidance of Bonnie 
Cornell and Judy Barker. The parents and friends of the school who have volunteered their time 
are greatly appreciated. 


The “Lyme Futures Committee” finished a long and arduous task which resulted in a report to 
the school board. That report pointed out trends of growth in our community, which in a very 
short time, would leave Lyme with enrollments that our buildings could not accommodate. As 
a result of that report, a new committee of school board representatives, a futures committee 
representative, teachers, and representatives from our community at large have begun the task 
of long range planning. Scott Kalter and Assistant Superintendent Bill Cooper are resources 
to their committee as well. 


This committee will do an in depth analysis of alternatives for the school and town. They will 
include an evaluation of our existing buildings as well as options for creating additional space 
to accommodate large future enrollments. 


Special thanks and appreciation go out to all of the community members, who for the last year 
have been attending school board meetings and special committee meetings, and providing 
valuable feedback. It is through this type of community interest, commitment, and energy that 
the Lyme School Board will accomplish its task; which is to provide excellence in education 
in a caring environment for the children of Lyme.
